If  It  continues  many 
mouths,  further  prohibition  may  be  secured,  as 
It  will  be  needed. 


I *re ruler  Lloyd  George  made  It  clear  In  a  re¬ 
cent  speech  at  Glasgow,  that  there  will  be  no 
peace  so  far  as  England  la  concerned,  until  the 
German  militarists  are  thoroughly  whipped.  He 
aaya  if  the  war  should  end  a  minute  before,  It 
would  be  the  .  A  item  disaster  in  the  history 
of  mankind.  He  bellevea  that  Germany  ought 
to  be  made  to  pay  for  the  mischief  she  has  done, 
that  Turkey  should  forever  be  driven  from  Ar¬ 
menia  and  Messopotamla.  "Peace  must  be 
framed  on  so  equitable  a  basis  that  the  nations 
will  not  wish  to  disturb  It.  It  must  be  guaran¬ 
teed  by  destruction  of  Prussian  military  power, 
so  that  the  cbnfldence  of  the  German  people  shall 
be  put  In  the  equity  of  their  cause  and  not  In 
the  might  of  their  armies.  A  better  guarantee 
than  .either  would  be  democratization  of  the 
German  government.  No  one  wishes  to  dictate 
to  the  German  people  the  form  of  government 
under  which  they  should  choose  to  live.  But  it 
la  right  that  we  should  say  that  we  will  enter 
Into  negotiations  with  a  free  government  of 
Germany  with  a  different  attitude  of  mind  and 
a  different  temper  and  different  spirit  and  less 
suspicion  and  more  confidence  than  we  should 
with  a  government  whom  we  feel  today  to  be 
dominated  by  the  aggressive  and  arrogant  spirit 
(if  Prussian  militarism.”

The  primary  Unit  of  force  in  the  kingdom 
of  (lod  is  the  saved  individual  Every  or¬ 
ganization  must'  reach  bacl^  to  the  individual 
Christian  and  from  him  must  receive  sup¬ 
port  • 

The  primary  unit  of  cooperation  in  the 
kingdom  of  <>od  is  the  Incill  church  By  the 
law  of  attraction,  renewed  hearts  are  drawn 
together  there  is  a  heavenly  affinity  sub¬ 
sisting  between  them.  T|ie  result,  the  or¬ 
ganic  espreasion  of  this  ifftinity  is  a  local 
uh,urch. 

The  purpose  of  a  church  is  to  maintain 
and  declare  both  in  aymboj  and  by  public  ut¬ 
terance  the  doctrine  Af  the  gospel.  It  was 
to  this  end  that  Chfist  toifiinissioned  it.  and 
it  is  the  accomplishment  of  this  task  that 
gives  It  a  right  fo  live. 

II  Co  operation  a  Kingdom  Necessity. 

But  in  order  tf>  carry  out  the  (Ircat  Com¬ 
mission.  churchet  must  cooperate.  Hence, 
rooperation  is  a  kingdom  ijeccssity.  and  Bap¬ 
tists  should  stand  for  the ;  principle  of  coop¬ 
eration  as  strongly  as  thfy  stand  for  New 
’I  estanieut  order  1  a  church  organization. 

Our  present  method  of|  cooperative  work 
includes  inter-church  organizations.  Taking 
the  local  church  as  the  Scriptural  and  pri¬ 
mary  unit  of  cooperative  work.,  Baptists 
have  organized  their  ehijrehes  into  three 
.classes  of  inter-church  organizations: 

1  The  District  Association. 

This  organization  is  a  I  group  of  sister 
churches  geographically  hi  touch  with  one 
another  and  united  together  that  they  may 
the  InUter  carry  out  Jhe  Great  Commission. 
Th<*  association  meets  ojtce  every  twelve 
months  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the 
'  work  of  the  year,  and  to  lay  out  plans  for 
the  work  of  the  coming  year.  This  is  one 


* 


of  the  most  important  of  Baptist  organize 
tions.  We  have  now  in  the  State  fifty-five 
district  associations.  Forty-six  belong  to 
the  State.. Convention,  seven  to  the  General 
Association,  and  two  are  independent. 

2.  The  State  Convention. 

A  Baptist  State  Convention  is  composed  of 
messengers  from  Baptist  churches  and  Bap¬ 
tist  associations.  These  conventions  are  de¬ 
signed  to  cover  the  territory  of  a  state.  The 
purpose  of  the  convention  is  to  produce  a  de¬ 
nominational  life  whose  fruitage  shall  be 
evangelism,  church  organization.  Sunday 
Schools,  home  and  foreign  missions,  colleges, 
sanatoriums,  orphanages,  and  every  other 
institution  looking  to  and  making  for  the 
building  of  the  kingdom.  We  have  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi-  one  State  Convention,  and  one  Gen¬ 
eral  Association,  both  having  the  same  plans 
and  purposes.  / 

3.  General  Conventions. 

There  are  in  the  United  States  among  reg¬ 
ular  Baptists  three  general  conventions,  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention,  and  the  Tri-annual  Con¬ 
vention  of  America.  Mississippi  cooperates 
with  and  works  through  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  This  convention,  besides 
its  standing  committees,  has  three  boards : 
(1)  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  (2)  the  Home 
Mission  Board.  (3)  the  Sunday  School  Board. 
It  is  through  these  boards  that  the  work  of 
the  churches  in  the  wider  fields  of  activity, 
is  directed. 

III.  Committees  and  Boards. 

Our  State  Convention  does  its  work 
through  committees  and  boards.  The  com¬ 
mittees  are  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  boards  and  making  recommen¬ 
dations  for  the  future  progress  of  the  work. 
Boards  are  permanent  but  not  self-perpet¬ 
uating  organizations,  carrying  on  /the  work 
of  the  denomination  between  the  sittings  of 
the  convention.  These  hoards  arc  divided 
into  classes:  (1'  Local,  (2)  General 
1.  Local  Boards. 

The  local  boards  have  charge  of  specific 
interests,  and  are  usually  -  called  boards  of 
trustees.  These  are  (1)  Trustees  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  College;  (2)  Trustees  of  Mississippi 
‘  Woman’s  College;  (3)  Trustees  of  Clarke 
Memorial  College;  (4)  Trustees  of  Orphan¬ 
age;  (5)  Trustees  of  Mississippi  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital.  Jackson,  Miss.;  (6)  Trustees  of  Baptist 
Memorial  Hospital,  Memphis.  Tenn. 

2.  General  Boards. 

The  general  boards  are:  (1)  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education;  (2)  Education  Com¬ 
mission;  (Tl)  Laymen’s  Committee;  (4) 
State  Convention  Board. 

The  members  of  all  boards  are  elected  by 
the  State  Convention  and  are  subject  to  the 
instruction  of  the  convention.  This  gives  to 
the  Baptists  of  Mississippi  denominational 
control  and  denominational  ownership  of 
every  institution  and  enterprise  fostered  by 
them.

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IV.  State  Convention  Board 

The  principal  organization  of  Baptista  in 
Mississippi  is  the  State  Convention  Board. 
This  board  is  composed  of  27  brethren  elect¬ 
ed  by  the  convention  Nine  members  are 
chosen  each  year.  The  officers  of  the  board 
consist  of  a  president,  recording  secretary, 
and  treasurer.  The  duties  of  the  State  Con¬ 
vention  Board,  as  defined  by  the  State  Con¬ 
vention.  is  to  foster  all  the  interest*  of  the 
denomination  as  promulgated  liy  the  con¬ 
vention.  After  this  year  the  board  will  be 
composed  of  one  member  from  each  associa¬ 
tion.  x 

The  work  of  the  Convention  Board  might 
he  divided  into  two  departments;  (1)  di¬ 
rect;  (2)  indirect. 

1.  Direct  Work. 

The  direct  work  of  the  board  includes  the 
interests  which  the  board,  has  immediately 
in  hand  and  for  which  it  is  specifically  re¬ 
sponsible.  Under  the  general  head  of  State 
missions,  the  hoard  carries  on  its  direct  work 
in  departments.  These*  are:  Pastoral  Sup¬ 
port.  Enlistment,  Sunday  Schools,  B  Y.  P. 
U.,  and  Church  Building.  The  hoard  also 
has  charge  of  home  and  foreign  mission 
work  in  the  State. 

2.  Indirect  Work. 

Indirectly,  the  Convention  Hoard  supports 
every  denominational  enterprise.  We  are 
now  indirectly  assisting  in:  (1)  Orphanage. 
(2)  hospital  work,  (3)  denominational  lit¬ 
erature,  (4)  colleges  and  schools.  (5)  wom¬ 
an’s  work. 

As  has  keen  stated  before,  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  have  developed  their  work  along  lines 
peculiar  to  Baptists  Their  organization,  as 
its  history  shows,  has  been  a  growth.  As 
fast  as  churches  were  formed,  they  grouped 
themselves  into  associations.  To  meet  the 
need  felt  by  the  churches  for  a  larger  and 
more  general  body  to  elicit,  combine  and  di¬ 
rect  the  energies  of  the  whole  denomination, 
the  State  Convention  was  evolved.  Through 
this  convention,  they  have  done  their  work, 
maintaining  an  aggressive  evangelism  and 
building  kingdom  institutions  as  fast  as  the 
interest  of  a  growing  denomination  demand¬ 
ed  them.

bravea  nil  aorta  of  unfavorable  weather, 
face*  all  kinds  of  unagnsonable  hours,  and 
rushes  forth  to  catch  the  street  ear.  automo¬ 
bile.  nr  passenger  train,  to  faithfully  dis¬ 
charge  hia  duty. 

Because  he  ia  fine-lpoking.  pleasant,  and 
makes  a  good  salary  inaket  him  the  victim 
of  a  peculiar  kind  of  temptation.  He  can  be 
tempted  The  Savior  was  tempted.  You 
are  tempted.  I  am  tempted. 

The  female  sport,  tilth  her  fine  rigging, 
and  sparkling  diamonds,  crowds  the  avenues 
of  public  travel  just  the  same  as  the  drum¬ 
med  He  haa  seen  her  smirk  and  blink,  un¬ 
der  peeps  over  peepa.  and  has  heard  her 
finger  telegraphy  rattled  off  on  the  ear  win¬ 
dow.  and  in  some  instances  the  devil  has 
led  him  astray  There  are  many  who  resist 
the  tempter's  power,  .  and  who  love  their 
wives  and  children  as  deeply  and  are  as  true 
to  their  families  as  any  men  in  the  world. 


There  is  a  growing  disgust  on  the  part  of 
the  more  self-respecting  traveling  public  for 
those  traveling  female  sports.

MEXICAN  MISSION  MEETING. 


Eleven  of  our  thirteen  male  missionaries 
recently  held  in  El  l’aso.  Texas,  the  numial 
business  meeting  of  our  Mexican  mission. 
Secretary  T.  B.  Ray,  of  Richmond,  smiled 
in  on  us  and  by  his  wide  information  and 
mature  counsel,  contributed  very  materially 
to  the  success  of  the  meeting.  Our  delibera¬ 
tions  were  delightfully  harmonious  and  de¬ 
votional  as  well ;  indeed,  it  was  a  little  love- 
feast  which  wc  shall  not  soon  forget.  Our 
hearts  were  stirred  and  our  eyes  grew  dim 
with  tears  as  unitedly  we  lingered  before  a 
throne  of  grace  in  prayer.  Since  the  war 
began,  seven  years  ago,  three  of  our  men 
have  been  in  Mexico  continuously  and  other 
three  much  of  the  time.  These  brethren  who 
had  been  widely  distributed  brought  to  the 
meeting  valuable  information  Ht  first  hand 
about  conditions  in  all  parts  of  Mexico,  au<l 
when  they  had  concluded  their  respective 
stories  we  were  made  to  feel  like  we  had 
approximately  au  accurate  opinion  about  th f 
Mexican  situation. 

When  we  began  work  in  Mexico  forty 
years  ago  we  had  few  native  preachers,  and 
these  untrained.  Hence  much  of  the  preach¬ 
ing  had  to  be  done  by  Americans.  The  true 
idea  of  foreign  mission  work  is  to  establish 
self-sustaining,  self-governing  and  self-prop, 
ngating  churches,  manned  by  a  strong  na¬ 
tive  ministry.  To  this  end  we  have  been 
wdrking  through  the  years.  We  have  es¬ 
tablished  theological  schools  for  our  young 
preachers  and  short  institutes  once  or  twice 
a  year  for  the  pastors.  Along  these  two 
lines  and  many  others  the  American  mission¬ 
aries  may  be  of  immense  Value  to  the  Mexi¬ 
can  work.  While  the  new  constitution  of 
Mexico  takes  away  from  the  American  mis¬ 
sionary  the  right  to  preach,  in  the  providence 
of  God  this  really  aids  him.  in  shifting  to  the 
shoulders  of  the  Mexican  preachers  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  work.  From  the  begin¬ 
ning  we  have  ever  told  them  that  we  were 
there  to  help  them  do  their  work  for  their 
people.  Now  they  are  coming  to  appreciate 
this  idea  more  than  ever  before. 

The  demand  for  medical  missionaries  in 
Mexico  was  never  greater,  and  their  ten 
thousand  opportunities  to  do  good  and  win 
souls  to  Christ  muft  not  be  despised.  Our 
Baptist  printing  plant  could  not  meet  the 
urgent  deman  Is  for  Bibles  and  other  relig- ' 
ious  literature  even  if  its  capacity  were  in 
ereaaed  many  fold 

For  the  first  time  since  the  war  began,  all 
our  missionaries  are  now  out  of  Mexico,  but 
Several  are  starting  back.  The  Neals  may 


locate  at  Gundalajara.  interesting  themselves 
in  all  our  work  in  Southern  Mexico.  Dr. 
Lacy  hopes  to  re-open  our  theological  s*-hool 
in  September,  this  time  perhaps  in  Saltillo. 
Brother  Benson  will  aid  the  pastors  and 
churches  along  the  Pacific  coast.  Rev.  J.  S. 
Cheavens  will  continue  hia  theological  insti¬ 
tute  work  for  native  pastors,  and  there  is 
nothing  more  important  just  now.  .N’ew- 
brongh,  Lc  Sueur  and  Chasfain  will  work  for 
tl  present  among  tli  Alexicans-in  -  hithern 
Texas.  Brother  llatehell  will  continue  in 
and:  aropnd  Juarez,  where  amid  many  dan 
gerfi  and  hardships,  he  and  his  wife  have 
done  such  a  good  work  for  years.  Rev.  J. 
K.  Davis  will  operate  the  printery  from  El 
l’aso.  sending  religious  literature  to  Mexico, 
Central  and  South  Amcricfcn  aud  the  West 
Indies.  After  .a  prolonged  strain  and  ar¬ 
duous  labors  running  through  seven  years. 
Brother  and  Sister  Marrs  are  badly  run 
down  in  health.  By  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  mission  the  board  was  requested  to  give 
them  a  year  of  absolute  rest.  Mexico  is  now 
passing  through  transition  in  many  nenaes. 
\v  hat  she  needs  more  than  anything  else  is 
the  gospel,

EDITORIAL. 

THE  WORLD’S  GREATEST  HEED. 

Tin*  Sunday  School  lesion  of  last  Sunday 
brings  u»  face  to  face  with  what  we  believe 
to  !«•  the  world ’a  greatest  need.  If  others 
have  a  different  conceptioki  we  shall  not  con- 
tt-nd  now,  but  deep  in  ijtir  hearty  there  is 
the  conviction  that  whatj  the  'world  needs 
today  is  a  realizing  and  ojverwhelming  sense 
of  God.  To  be  sure,  the  World  will  never  get 
it  directly;  thia  must  cpme  through  the 
churches.  And  the  churches  will  never  have 
il  exeept  it  come  to  the  j  preachers.  Isaiah 
is  the  outstanding  seer  ajid  preacher  of  the 
Old  Ti-stanuyit  and  all  this  because  he  “saw 
the  Lord.”  There  was  no- man  who  ever  hud 
u  keener  sight  into  the!  1-ouditions  of  his 
own  time  than  he;  and  ij<>  man  ever  had  a 
clearer  foresight  of  the  jhings  to  come,  in¬ 
cluding  the  King  and  his  kingdom.  This 
«as  possible  to  him  and  tyue  of  him  because 
he  Hot  saw  God.  .  God  wfs  first  in  his  mind 
and  life.  He  verified  the  word  whiah  says. 
“In  thy  light  shall  we  si|e  light.” 

There  are  tnuny  kinds  f>f  ministry,  but  to 
am  and  to  all  of  them  k  vision  of  God.  a 
realization  that  He  is.  that  He  is  a  present, 
living,  holy  and  almighty  King  this  is  the 
one  condition  of  effective  service.  Moses’ 
ministry  was  different  from  that  of  Isaiah 
hut  of  him  it  was  said  tjliat  he  endured  as 
teeing  Him  who  is  invisible.  God  was  real 
to  him.  Of  him  and  the  elders  with  him  it 
uas  said  that  “they  sawi  the  God  of  Israel 
•  •  *  ami  they  beheld  <  od  and  did  eat  and 
drink.”  Joshua  was  no;  prepared  for  the 
confluent  of  Cnnaap  unt  t  he  hnd  seen  the 
‘ ’ angel  of  Jehovah”  wh<|  came  as  “captain 
of  .the  host  of  the  Lord?  Klijah  was  what 
I  .  u  is  li.-i  arise  of  his  reajn'ing  jiense  of  God. 
Ills  messages  began.  " A-j  .lehovah  liveth  be¬ 
ll,  ■  <•  whom  I  Stand  ”  Tlie  existence  of  God 
was  the  most  assured  certitude  *to Tiim.  and 
His  real  presence  was  ayijuched  in  the  phrase 
"before  whom  I  stand.”  j  llis  prayer  for  fire 
to  come  down  upon  the;  sacrifice  was.  “0, 
Jehovah,  the  God  of  Abiabam.  of  Isaac  and 
of  Israel,  let  it  he  known  this  day  that  Thou 
art  God  in  I-rael  •  •  »  that  the  people 
11. n\  know  that  thou.  Jehovah,  art  God.” 
Tins  11  the  fulfillment  of  all  prayer^and  the 
beginning  of  all  blessing,  t 


Our  praying  and  our  efforts  are  concerned 
about  merely  incidental  results.  The  whole 
of  religion  i*  knowing  God  mid  making  Him 
known.  Our  failures  are  due  to  our  having 
no  certain,  positive  and  clear  realization  of 
Him.  Our  lives  and  our  message  will  have 
power  in  proportion  to  our  apprehension  of 
Him.  Of  many  in  the  churches  today  Paul’s 
suying  is  still  true,  “Some  have  no  knowl¬ 
edge  of  God.  1  speak  this  to  move  you  to 
shame.”  For  all  this  the  prayer  still  needs 
to  be  made,  “that  the  God  of  our  Lord  Jesus  ' 
Christ,  the  Father  of  Glory,  may  give  unto 
you  a  spirit  of  wisdom  and  revelation  in  the 
knowledge  of  Him.”  Tlu-re  need  he  no  fear 
of  extravagant  mysticism.  Our  danger  is  an 
earthly  materialism.  We  have  been  blinded 
by  the  god  of  this  word,  so  that  the  light 
of  the  gospel  of  the  glory  of  Christ  who  is 
the  image  of  God  does  not  dawn  upon  us. 
Peter  and  John  were  flaming  evangels  be¬ 
cause  Peter  says,  “we  were  eye  witnesses  of 
II  js  majesty.”  We  will  never  do  God’s  work 
by  long  distance  connection  with  Him.  He 
will  have  to  he  more  real  to  ns  than  the 
outer  world  and  nearer  to  us  than  ourselves. 
'Wiis  is  the  world's  need  and  ours

TO  BE  SEEN-NOT  TO  BE  HEARD. 

“It  would  be  well  for  the  convention  to 
admit  women  as  messengers  and  at  the  same 
time  pronounce  against  their  speaking  in 
the  meeting.” 

The  ab.ove  quotation,  which  is  an  index  to 
the  caption,  is  a  clipping  from  the  editorial 
Joeals  in  The  Baptist  Record  of  May  24th, 
1917. 

“Ornamentation”  is  the  citadel  of  wom¬ 
an's  influence  for  good,,  if  we  are  to  judge 
from  the  quotation  referred  to.  To  play  the 
“deaf  mute”  in  the  roll  of  Christian  service 
is  the  highest  plane  to  which  they  may  as¬ 
pire.  Whether  beauty  or  homeliness  would 
he  the  more  effectual  for  sacred  uses  is  the 
problem  for  solution.  Woman  is  to  be  the 
hearer  of  a  message  hut  barred  from  deliv¬ 
ering  it.  The  highest  sphere  of  woman  is  to 
see  and  be  seen.  The  pent-up  forces  to  speak 
and  act  for  righteousness  arc  to  be  chained 
by  foreign  powers  and  consigned  to  the 
realm  of  pantomime.  “Stop,  look,  listen.” 
This  old  “age”  is  on  the  verge  of  collapse.

The  above  is  about  as  good  as  can  he  said 
in  short  space  in  advocacy  of  the  women's 
speaking  in  mixed  public  assemblies,  and  as 
usual  ignores  the  positive  prohibition  in  the 
word  of  God.  There  is  no  plainer  statement 
in  the  Bible  on  any  subject  than  the  words 
of  Paul  ngainst  women  speaking  in  public: 
“As  in  all  the  churches  of  the  saints,  let  the 
women  keep  silence  in  the  churches,  for  it  is 
not  permitted  unto  them  to  speak  •  •  * 
for  it  is  shameful  for  a  woman  to  speak  in 
the  church.”  This  will  he  enough  to  keep 
some  of  the  brethren  dodging  the  rest  of 
their  lives.  Another  quotation  may  provoke 
some  squirming.  Here  it  is:  “1  permit  not 
n  woman  to  teach,  nor  to  have  dominion  over 
a  man.  but  to  be  in  quietness  ”  The  only 
•  reason  .this  old  age  is  on  the  verge  of  col¬ 
lapse  is  that  men  will  not  hear  the  wprd  of. 
the.  Lord. 


Brother  Hntaon  seems  to  think  that  the 
only  service  one  can  render  the  lxmi  is  to 
talk.  The  women  have  demonstrated  that 
thia  ia  not  true  for  they  have  done  almost 
no  public  speaking  and  there  is  no  Jepart- 
ment  of  our  work  that  has  shown  more  ac¬ 
complished  in  money  raised  and  growing  in¬ 
telligence.  Our  mission  work  would  be  dis¬ 
counted  immeasurably  without  them  in  every 
department,  and  yet  they  have  never  been 
heard  in  our  conventions,  with  one  excep 
lion.  No,  Brother  Hutson,  this  is  not  a  wind¬ 
mill,  but  an  electrical  dynamo. 

SOME  CONDITIONS  OF  KNOWING 
GOD. 

We  speak  here  nqt  of  the  becoming  a 
Christian,  hut  of  that  intimate  and  abiding 
face  to  face  communion  with  Him  which  is 
the  privilege  of  all  his  children,  and  their 
chief  joy.  To  be  sure,  one  has  thia  in  a 
measure  at  the  moment  he  realizes  his  salva¬ 
tion  and  knows  Ood  in  the  forgiveness  of 
sin.  But  one  does  not  need  always  to  look 
back  to  “the  blessedness  I  knew,  when  first 
1  saw  the  I^ord  or  pine  for  the  soul  refresh¬ 
ing  view  of  Jesus  and  His  word."  We  be¬ 
gan  hack  there,  but  we  can  surely  realize 
the  prophet's  words,  “And  let  us  know,  let 
us  follow  on  to  know  Jehovah.  Ilia  going 
forth  |s  as  the  morning;  and  He  will  come 
unto  us  as  the  rain,  as  the  latter  rain  that 
watereth  the  earth.” 

There  may  be  others,  but  four  at  least  of 
the  conditions  of  intimate  and  friendly 
knowledge  of  Him  it  will  help  us  to  recall. 
There  must  he  a  real  sense  of  need  of  Him 
This  may  be  brought  about  by  sorrows  that 
come  upon  us  and  drive  us  to  shelter  in 
Him  like  the  man  who,  eaught  in  a  storm, 
seeks  refuge  under  a  protecting  roof.  This 
most  commonly  teaches  us  our  need.  It  is 
not  to  our  credit  that  we  have  to  be  driven 
to  the  Lord  that  we  learn  of  His  goodness 
aud  mercy,  but  it  is  of  His  goodness  and 
mercy  that  we  are  constrained  by  sorrow  to 
find  a  refuge  in  Him.  But  without  suffering 
we  may  be  able  to  know  something  of  our 
spiritual  poverty  which  invites  the  wealth  of 
His  grace.  His  promise  is,  "Blessed  are  the 
poor  in  spirit  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.”  All  the  wealth  of  His  dominions 
is  for  those  who  feel  their  spiritual  poverty 
and  need.  The  fullness  and  richness  of  the 
heavenly,  realms  are  for  those  whose  hearts 
hunger  and  thirst  for  righteousness  It  may 
br  that  we  shall  welcome  all  the  sorrows  of 
this  war  yet  to  test  us  in  all  it»  terrihleness 
*  if  it  shall  bring  us  the  consolation  of  a  larger 
and  fuller  Chriatian  life  “For  as  the  suf 
ferings  of  Christ  abound  unto  us,  even  so 
our  comfort  also  aboundeth  through  Christ.'' 
He  that  dwells  in  the  high  and  holy  place 
makes  His  abode  also  in  the  contrite  heart 
The  response  of  God  is  more  swift  and  sure 
than  ia  the  coming  of  the  mother  to  the  cry 
of  the  helplesfl  and  injured  child. 

But  the  condition  not  only  of  our  own 
hearts  but  of  those  around  us  may  make  our 
hearts  cry  out  for  God.  Indeed  the  needs 
of  the  spiritually  deficient  and  destitute  may 
make  us  painfully  conscious  of  our  own  in¬ 
ability  to  meet  and  supply  them  and  our 
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need  of  the  greater  fulness  of  the  Spirit’s 
life  and  power  If  thi*  brings  us  to  our 
knees,  let  ua  not  fail  to  make  for  them  and 
for  ourselves  earnest  entreaty  to  Ood  for 
fuller  knowledge  of  Him  which  alone  will 
fit  us  for  so  great  reg|>onsihility.  Before 
reading  the  sixth  chapter  of  Isaiah  in  which 
Ood  powerfully  reveals  Himaclf  to  the 
prophet,  it  would  be  well  to  read  at  least  the 
first  and  third  chapters  in  which  the  "bur¬ 
den”  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  is  laid  on  him 
until  he  cries  out  for  heaven  and  earth  to 
bear  hia  testimony  against  the  worldliness 
and  wickedness  of  the  men.  and  the  vanity 
and  frivolity  of  the  wforaen.  His  heart  is 
aick  and  sore  as  he  speaks  of  their  utter  for¬ 
getfulness  of  Ood  and  their  worshipping  at 
the  shop  windows  of  fashion  The  fifth  chap¬ 
ter  ia  a  picture  of  their  unfruitf illness  and 
Ood 'a  disappointment  in  them,  as  wild  grapes 
are  the  only  result  of  Ilia  careful  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  vineyard. 

Naturally  the  next  condition  in  the  full 
knowledge  of  Ood  is  an  earnest  purpose  to 
seek  Him  and  obtain  it.  The  spiritual 
heights  which  David  reached  were  due  to 
the  oft-repeated  purpose  to  seek  His  face. 
"When  thou  saidst.  Seek  ye  my  fare, -my 
heart  said  unto  thee.  Thy  face.  Lord,  will  I 
seek.”  "As  the  hart  panteth  after,  the  wa¬ 
ter  brooks,  so  panteth  my  soul  after  Thee.  0 
Ood.”  "My  heart  and  my  flesh  crieth  out.” 
"When  shall  I  come  and  appear  before 
Ood.”  Job  had  a  soul  filling  and  soul-lifting 
v ision  of  Ood,  hut  it  was  only  after  he  had 
said,  "O  that  I  knew  where  I  might  find 
Him  that  I  might  come  even  to  His  seat. 
•  •  •  Behold  I  go  forward  but  He  ia  not 
there,  and  backward,  but  I  cannot  perceive 
Him ;  on  the  left  hand  where  He  doth  work, 
but  I  cannot  behold  Him;  He  hideth  Himself 
on  the  right  hand,  that  I  cannot  see  Him.” 
Hr  was  evidently  searching  for  Him  mighti¬ 
ly.  But  he  found  the  word  true,  "In  the  day 
that  ye  search  for  me  with  your  whole  heart, 
I  will  be  found  of  you.”  It  was  only  after 
Moses  had  cried  out,  "Show  me  Thy  glory,” 
that  he  had  bis  heat  vision  of  God  Another 
condition  of  knowing  Uod  ia  the  denial  of 
self  We  cannot  live  in  the  habitual  indul¬

You  cannot  Live 
on  fleshly  viands  and  highly  seasonable 
salads  and  expect  to  feed  on  heavenly  manna 
We  must  put  to  death  our  members  which 
are  on  earth  if  we  expeat  to  develop  heaven¬ 
ly  strength.  You  cannot  keep  your  eyes  on 
the  earth  and  expect  to  see  a  vision  of  an¬ 
gels  You  cannot  be  greedy  of  gain  and  ex- 
pect  to  grasp  the  goal  af  your  high  calling 
in  Christ  You  must  Ip  willing  to  fill  up 
that  which  ia  lacking  of  the  afflictions  of 
Christ  in  your  body  if  you  would  know  what 
is  the  riche*  of  the  glory  of  this  mystery, 
which  ia  Chriat  in  you  the  hope  of  glory.  The 
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outward  man  must  perish  if  the  inward  man 
is  to  be  renewed  day  by  day.  We  must  bear 
about  in  our  bodies  the  dying  of  Jesus,  if  the 
life  of  Jesus  is  to  be  made  manifest  in  our 
body.  We  must  buffet  our  bodies,  beat  them 
black  and  blue,  lest  after  having  had  high 
privileges  and  experiences  we  should  still  be 
Set  aside  as  unfit. 

The  last  condition  for  the  full  knowledge 
of  God  we  can  mention  here  is  time.  It  is 
not  only  a  matter  of  divine  revelation  is  also 
a  matter  of  human  growth,  the  growth  of 
capacity  to  receive  the  knowledge  of  God. 
You  cannot  expect  to  spend  the  days  ill  idle¬ 
ness,  to  waste  the  years  as  they  pass  and 
conic  to  a  satisfying  knowledge  of  God.  It  is 
an  expanding  experience  and  requires  time. 
All  growth  takes  time.  We  are  commanded 
to  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Lc.rd  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.  Increasing  in. 
the  knowledge  of  God  is  the  conception  of 
the  Christian  life  It  was  such  a  knowledge 
that  Paul  spoke  of  as  his  ambition  even  when 
growing  old;  "that  I  may  know  Him  and 
the  power  of  His  resurrection.”  The  Chris¬ 
tian  life  would  he  most  disappointing  if 
there  were  not  always  something  more  and 
larger  and  better  ahead.  It  is  full  of  sur¬ 
prises  but  lias  no  disappointments.  Whoso¬ 
ever  believeth  on  Him  shall  not  be  put  to 
sbanie.  We  can  all  and  always  say.  "Not 
that  we  have  already  obtained,  or  are  already 
made  perfect,  but  we  press  ou  if  so  be  wc 
may  lay  hold  of  that  for  which  we  were 
laid  hold  on  by  Christ  Jesus.” 


RED.  WHITE,  AND  BLUE  BOOK 

The  Red,  White,  and  Blue  Book,  "How 
the  War  Came  to  America.”  has  been  issued 
hv  the  committee  on  public  information  at 
Washington.  It  is  of  special  interest  to  the 
holders  of  Liberty ’bonds,  as  they  are  assist¬ 
ing  in  financing  the  war.  It  is  a  document 
all  students  of  this  country's  affairs  sii  uild 
read.  < 

Its  contents  are  23  pages  of  introductory 
historical  matter,  with  the  address  of  ['res¬ 
ident  "Wilson  to  the  Senate  on  January  2'i, 
1917,  and  his  address  to  the  joint  sessi  »n  of 
the  j ' ousel  of  Congress  on  April  2  announc¬ 
ing  the  severance  of  diplomatic  relations 
with  Germany  and  asking  that,  a  state  of 
wHr  bet *.v i  en  the  United  States  and  Germany 
be  recognized 

The  traditional  policy  of  the  United  State*, 
always  strictly  adhered  to.  in  abstaining 
from  any  entangling  alliances  and  pactieipa- 
tion  in  European  controversies,  is  set  out 
ahly,  w'th  citations  of  incidents  .v.d  locn- 
ments  in  proof. 

The  posit'on  of  the  United;  States  in  the 
summer  of  1914  is  summarized  as  foil  >ws: 

"1.  The  Monroe  Doctrine. — We  had  pledg¬ 
ed  ourselves  to  defend  the  New  World  from 
European  aggr-ssion  and  we  had  hv  word 
and  deed  made  it  clear  that  we  wool !  no!

A  deacon  must  be  of  "good  report.”  He 
must  have  a  reputation  as  well  as  character. 
Not  only  must  he  ho  honest,  hut  must  be 
esteemed  as  honest,  lie  must  do  well  and 
stand  well. 

The  Scriptures  require  that  deaeons  should 
he  "wise.”  You  ean  not  make  a  good  deaeon 
out  of  a  fool.  A  fool  is  a  failure,  in  any  po¬ 
sition.  He  needs  gumption  as  well  as  grace. 
A  deaeon  needs  horse  sense.  Horse  sense 
■is  the  kind  of  sense  a  donkey  has  not  got. 
Some  deaeons  are  as  harmless  as  serpents 
and  as  wise  as  doves. 

A  deacon  should  he  the  husband  of  one 
w  ife — -certainly  not  more.  Most  of  us  art 
lonviifeed  that  one  is  plenty.  His  “one” 
wife  shofild  not  lie  of  the  Merry  Widow  ‘va¬ 
riety.  His  wife  should  not  talk  too  much. 
The  life  of  many  a  church  has  been  short 
cued  by  a  long  tongue.  A  Baptist  deacon 
cun  not,  like  Henry  VIII,  who  instituted  the 
Episcopal  church,  kill  his  wife  if  she  dis- 
p’ eases  him:  hence  the  greater  necessity  of 
having  the  right  kind.  * 

A  Baptist  deacon  must  he  “full  of  fhe 
Holy  (ihost  ”  Some  have  been  known  to  he 
full  of  spirits,  hut  not  of  the  Spirit.  Re¬ 
ligion  is  indispensable  to  a  Haptist  deacon. 
An  officer  in  a  Haptist  church  ean  not  get 
along  without  religion.  Stephen,  the  first 
Baptist  deacon,  was  full  of  the  "Holy 
t Ihost.”  and  was  willing  to  die  for  his  re¬ 
ligion.  Cash  will  not  take  the  place  pf 
Christ  in  the  life  of  a  deacon. 

While  a  deacon  should  he  grave,  he  should 
not  be  a  graveyard,  lie  should  not  he  a 
mummy  or  a  dummy.  We  have  seen  deaeons 
whose  lips  seem  set  for  hiiing  a  ten  penny 
nail  in  two.  Their  countenance  suggested 
tl  at  their  regular  diet  was  cayehne  pepper 
end  sane  krant,  while  their  whole  appear¬ 
ance  suggested  an  animated  vinegar  cruet. 
A  long  face  does  not  signify  that  its  wearer 
is  long  on  religion;  hut  short  on  faith  and 
grey  matter. 

lie  should  not  he  "double  tongued.”  In 
other  words,  lie  should  say  what  he  means, 
and  mean  what  he  says.  If  not.  it  proves 
that  he  is  mean.  A  deacon's  word  should  be 
,•  s  good  as  a  government  bond,  ami  hear 
more  interest.  A  deaeon  whose  word  is  not 
taken  at  par  value  hy  his  neighbors  in  unfit 
for  his  offi  e.  and  ought  to  surrender  it. 

It  is  the  express  duty  of  the  deacons  to 
look  after  the  poor  of  the  church  and  to 
transact  business  for  their  Master.  Many  a 


good  deacon  seems  to  loae  his  business  sense 
when  he  enters  the  chureh  doors.  A  church 
•with  good  deacons  will  not  need  a  "finance 
committer.  ”  •  « 

"Not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;"  which  is  to 
say,  not  covetous.  Stinginess  disqualifies  a 
man  for  this  high  office.  lie  should  lead  in 
liberality,  and  his  life  be  an  example  of  glad 
giving.  He  should  give  his  own  money  be 
fore  soliciting  money  from  others.  Covet¬ 
ousness  is  a  deliberate  crime,  and  no  crimi¬ 
nal  should  be  a  deacon.  We  have  never 
hoard  a  man  confess  covetousness,  though  we 
have  sometimes  felt  like  confessing  it  for 
him.  He  should  be  as  free  with  his  money  as 
the  Lord  is  with  grace. 

He  should  be  full  of  faith,  and  strong  in 
the  faith.  A  Baptist  deacon,  who  is  not  a 
Baptist,  will  give  all  aorta  of  trouble.  No 
one  should  be  ordained  as  dearon,  who  is 
not  known  to  he  rooted  and  grounded  in  the 
faith.  If  he  is  weak  in  the  faith,  let  him 
take  a  back  seat  until  he  becomes  strong 
Babes  in  Christ  should  not  serve  ss  church 
officers. 

Deacons  should  be  a>sistaut  pastors,  with¬ 
out  pav.^t  least  in  this  world.  The  spiritual 
uiialifieations  of  a  deacon  arc  s|>ecifie  and 
exacting.  Often  the  visit  from  a  deacon  will 
count  for  more  than  a  visit  from  the  pastor 
The  pastor’s  visit  is  counted  more  a  matter 
of  course. 

Not  a  few  churches  rob  the  deacons  of 
their  duties  by  appointing  committees  to  do 
their  work,  and  then  complain  that  the  dea¬ 
cons  do  not  do  their  duty.  No  committee 
lias  a  right  to  do  the  work  that  has  been 
committed  to  the  deacons. 

There  is  no  nobler  type  of  man  than  the 
average  Baptist  deacon.  He  gets  but  little 
praise,  no  salary,  and  much  blame.  In  all 
our  ministry  we  have  never  had  a  serious 
misunderstanding  with  a  deacon. 

If  we  would  pay  them  as  much  as  we  prod 
them,*  and  compliment  them  as  much  as  we 
criticise  them,  it  wquld  be  better  for  all  con¬ 
cerned  All  honor  to  the  just  and  generous 
1  taptist  deacon. — W ate hman-Examincr.

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AN  INTERESTING  STORY 

fyime  two  years  ago  I  wrote  an  article  for 
several  church  paper*  on  the  importance  to 
the  pastor  of  having  g  church  paper  in  every 
home.  A  young  minister  read  that  article 
and  was  impressed  thereby.  He  set  to  work 
at  once  to  teat  the  theory  He  solicited  sub¬ 
scription*  for  the  chgrch  papers  of  his  de¬ 
nomination,  enlarging  the  circulation  of 
church  papers  in  hia  group  of  churches  very 
considerably,  so  that  .he  got  the  paper  into 
almost  every  church  home,  lie  called  in  to 
sc-  the  writer  to  tell  of  the  results  Ilis  sal¬ 
ary  had  been  increased  Hia  church  mem- 
liership  had  been  almost  doubled.  The 
churches  were  prosperous  in  every  way. 
Their  contributions  to  all  the  various  church 
causes  were  very  largely  increased.  He  had 
transformed  an  unpropressive  group  of  coun¬ 
try  churches  into  aggressive,  efficient  lead¬ 
ers  in  all  types  of  church  work. 

He  attributed  the  results  very  largely  to 
the  fact  that  with  the  larger  circulation  of 
church  papers  he  had  cooperation  every 
week  from  the  editors  and  publishers  in  all 
the  work  that  he  w*s  doing.  The  church 
paper  was  hia  assistant  pastor  The  pastor 
could  call  on  each  Mtnily  once  in  three  or 
four  months  The  ehtirch  paper  made  a  call 
each  week,  and  the  pastor  and  the  church 
paper — the  assistant  pastor — accomplished 
the  results  indicated.  Yet  there  are  many 
ministers  who  do  not  realize  the  fearful  mis¬ 
take  they  make  when  they  permit  homes  iu 
their  congregation  to  live  without  church 
literature.  By  so  doipg  they  reduce  the  re¬ 
cord  of  their  churches  in  contributions  to 
the  various  church  <*klises  They  prevent 
the  increase  of  pastors'  salaries.  They  re¬ 
duce  the  enthusiasm  pf  the  church  member¬ 
ship  and  handicap  the  enlargement  of  the 
church  membership.  .They  lay  a  heavy  bur¬ 
den  upon  themselves.  It  is  the  burden  of  ig 
norance  in  the  congregation,  ignorance  of 
church  interests,  ignorance  of  church  pro- 
grr ignorance  of  the  church  needs,  and  ig¬ 
norance  of  the  hlessifiga  which  are  bestowed 
hv  the  Almighty  upon  the  truly  efficient 
iu  moral  and  religima  work,  the  wide-awake 
pastor  should  adopt  a*  his  slogan,  “A  Church 
Paper  in  Every  Church  Home.” 


ARMY  AND  NAVY  CHAPLAIN8 

— ] - 

The  great  increase  |n  the  Army  and  Navy 
of  the  I'nited  States'  demands  an  increased 
number  of  chaplains,  and  the  government  is 
seeking  to  meet  this  demand.  A  number  of 
permanent  chaplains  are  to  be  appointed; 
others  will  be  needed  for  the  duration  of  the 
war.  and  many  more  may  be  demanded  for 
temporary  service  in  training  camps. 

According  to  the  revised  statutes  govern¬ 
ing  the  appointment  6f  chaplains,  each  man 
appointed  must  be  recommended  by  some 
authqrixed  ecclesiastical  body.  In. coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Churches,  the  Baptists  have  created  a  com¬ 
mittee  on  chaplains;  this  committee  will 
carefully  examine  tha  standing  and  fitness 
of  all  candidates  and  will  recommend  those 
who  are  eminently  qualified. 

The  committee  has  a  number  of  names  of 


applicants,  but  it  desire*  the  names  of  many 
more.  The  committee  earnestly  hopes  that 
many  of  our  stronger  pastors  may  be  willing 
to  serve  the  country  in  this  important  post. 

The  committee  requests  any  one  to  submit 
the  name  of  some  pastor  who  is  believed  to 
possess  marked  qualifications.  Virile  and 
vigorous  men  arc  needed;  they  should  pos¬ 
sess  an  adequate  educational  equipment; 
men  with  several  years’  experience  in  the 
pastorate  or  social  work  are  preferred.  They 
must  be  adaptable  men,  able  to  enter  into 
the  life  of  the  soldiers  and  eomiuunding  con¬ 
fidence  by  their  character  and  ability  Above 
all,  they  should  be  men  of  earnest  religious 
1  if«-,  with  a  sincere  love  for  men  and  pre¬ 
pared  for  spiritual  and  soeiul  team  work.

LIQUOR  TRADE  BEING  WIPED  OUT 

When  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota 
pass  into  the  “bone  dry”  column  at  mid¬ 
night  tonight,  it  will  mean  the  wiping  out 
of  a  yearly  business  estimated  at  $2,000,000 
in  the  form  of  liquor  shipments  to  these  two 
states  from  concerns  in  Minneapolis  and  St. 
Paul. 

North  Dakota  was  one  of  the  pioneef  pro¬ 
hibition  states  of  the  Union,  but  as  in  the 
'case  of  other  states,  its  prohibition  law  was 
a  law  that  did  not  prohibit  in  the  sense  that 
prohibition  has  come  to  be  understood  of 
lat<>.  The  loophole  in  the  law  was  the  clause 
permitting  persons  to  import  liquors  for 
their  personal  use.  Under  this  provision, 
vast  quantities  of  intoxaeating  liquors  have 
been  consumed  in  North  Dakota.  Mail  or¬ 


der  houses  in  Minnesota  have  made  it  vert 
easy  to  get.  and  they  have  wild  everything 
mi  t iie  ciibniliir  from  straight  alcohol  to 
whiskey  far  from  straight.  The  last  legists 
tore  decided  that  if  the  people  couldn't  ggt 
liquor  at  all  they  would  be  juBt  as  well  of) 
and  that  with  living  coats  where  they  are 
North  Dakota  needed  the  money  K|ieot  on 
drink  to  keep  bouae  ou.  In  <  anecquence  ot 
this  sentiment,  the  lawmakers  passed  a  “hone 
dry”  bill  which  is  calculated  to  ehauge  eon 
ditions  radically  from  those  existing  since

I  School  of  which  I  became  superin¬ 
tendent.  and  In  general  I  may  para¬ 
phrase  Paul's  words,  "After  the 
I  strictest  sect  I  was  raised  a  Presby¬ 
terian.”  And  no  more  did  Saul  of 
Tarsus  expect  to  become  a  Christian 
|than  did  I  expect  to  become  a  Bap¬ 
tist. 

When  I  grew  up  I  attended  Austin 
College,  the  leading  Presbyterian  col¬ 
lege  of  my  denomination  In  Texas, 
where  I  graduated  In  1899.  In  1897, 
at  Enntce.  I  was  received  undpr  the 
care  of  Dallas  Presbytery  as  a  candi¬ 
date  for  the  ministry.  My  seminary 
course  of  three  years  was  at  Union 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.,  where  I 
took  my  B.  D.,  In  1902,  and  went  at 
once  to  Ada,  Okla.,  to  a  four  years' 

I  pastorate.  From  there  I  went  to  Du- 
Irant  for  three  years  as  pastor,  whence 

I I  wag  called  to  the  work  of  superin¬ 
tendent  of  home  missions,  and  evan¬ 
gelist  of  Paris  Presbytery,  a  position 
that  I  held  for.  five  years,  or  until  I 
ceased  to  be  a  Presbyterian. 

Sometimes  a  man  changes  his 
| church  relationship  because  of  fric¬ 
tion,  or  for  the  sake  of  a  better,  po¬ 
sition,  or  because  of  personal  pique. 
It  was  not  so  with  me.  My  relation¬ 
ship  with  th^  brethren  was  harmon¬ 
ious  and  delightful.  I  loved  and  still 
love  them,  apd  believe  that  I  still 
j  hold  their  good  will.  When  we  sep¬ 
arated  It  was  with  mutual  respect 
and  sorrow,  nfc  friends.

A  private  member  tnay  remain 
In  the  Presbyterian  church  and  hold 
these  views;  a  minister  may  not  Be 
fore  I  was  ordained  I  had  solemnly 
avowed  my  acceptance  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  of  Faith  and  Catechism  of 
the  Presbyterian  church  as  contain¬ 
ing  the  system  of  doctrine  taught  In 
the  Scriptures  I  had  been  honest 
in  that  avowal.  Now  1  had  changed 
my  views.  I  had  been  taught  wrong 
I  could  not  (  hangs  the  views  of  that 
denomination.  .Nothing  was  to  be 
gained  by  stirring  up  discord  In  the 
churches,  and  besides  stfch  a  course 
would  not  have  been'  honorable. 
Clearly  the  honorable  course  was  to 
go  before  my  presbyteqy,  state  mr 
changed  views  and  give  [up  the  min¬ 
istry. 

Accordingly,  when  Phrls  Presby¬ 
tery  held  Its  next  regular  meeting, 
which  was  at  Longvlek-,  In  April, 
1916,  I  stood  before  thpse  brethren 
whom  I  loved  and  among  whom  I 
had  worked  for  five  yeurs.  told  of 
my  change  of  faith  anq  asked  that 
I  be  allowed  to  honorauly.  demit  the 
ministry  In  that  denomination.  It 
was  a  most  trying  experience.  A 
man  cannot  tear  up  roots  that  have 
been  sinking  deeper*  i*id  widening 
their  reach  for  years  without  pain. 
I  have  loVed  the  Presbyterian  cause. 
They  are  a  noble  people.  They  bad 
been  good  to  me.  When  I  had  made 
the  principle  part  of  my  statement  I 
broke  down  convulsed  with  sobs. 
There  was  Joy  In  my  decision.  To 
continue  as  I  had  been  was  Intolera¬ 
ble.  But  there  was  alto  sorrow  In 
breaking  loose  from  the  only  church 
affiliation  that  I  had  ever  known, 
the  people  of  my  ancettry,  for  un¬ 
counted  generations,  and  going  to 
cast  my  lot  with  people  who  were 
strangers  to  me.  I  told  the  Presby¬ 
terians  that  I  would  Jdln  the  Bap¬ 
tists.  The  brethren  were  very  ten¬ 
der  toward  me.  They  expressed  re 
gret,  but  no  censure.  J  believe  they 
gave  me  the  credit  of  being  honest  In 
my  convictions. 

On  the  following  Sunday  I  Joined 
the  Baptist  church  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
and  was  baptized  by  the  pastor.  Rev. 
W.  E.  Hathorn  Soon  afterwards  a 
council  was  called  to  examine  me 
for  ordination.  There  was  no  trou¬ 
ble  about  my  views  In  theology. 
Southern  Presbyterians  and  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  hold  to  the  same  system 
of  theology — the  Calvanlatic  —  and 
preach  thV  same  gospel,  believing 
alike  about  original  sin.  regenera¬ 
tion.  the  atonement,  redemption  by 
the  hlood,  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  final  preservation  of  tile 
saints,  missions,  election,  etc.  They 
may  differ  In  their  emphnsla  on  cer¬ 
tain  doctrines,  and  In  their  manner 
of  presentation,  but  their  general 
system  of  theology  Is  the  same.  They 
differ  on  the  orTlnanres  and  the 
proper  subjects  theerforB,  and  on 
•  hurch  government,  Iper  since  1 
had  entered  the  ministry  Baptists 
*  had  been  telling  me  that  1  preached 
Baptist  doctrine.  The  oouncll  found 
my  examination  satisfactory  and  I 
was  ordained  to  the  Baptist  minis¬ 
try.  I  also  knew  that  (here  was  no 
Bible  authority  for  a  gradation  of 
church  courts  such  as  presbytery, 
synod  and  general  assembly. 

The  question  has  been  asked  me. 
“Are  you  satisfied  In  the  Baptist 
i  hurch?”  Yes.  Slowly  and  delib¬ 
erately  I  settled  certain  questions 


and  now  I  feel  that  they  are  settled 
:  right  and  therefore,  for  me.  Anally. 

I  believe  1  as  a  stronger  Baptist 
than  many  who  drank  In  that  faith 
I  with  their  mother  a  milk  and  know 
no  other  faith.  I  came  through  Are 
and  water  both  to  be  a  Baptist 
From  my  entrance  Into  the  Baptist 
ministry,  God  and  the  brethren  have 
graciously  opened  fhe  way  so  that 
there  has  been  no  lack  of  work  with 
a  comfortable  support.  The  people 
have  welcomed  and  trusted  me.  and 
God  has  blessed  my  labors.  There  Is 
no  bitterness  In  my  heart  toward  the 
Presbyterians.  But  as  I  think  of 
Presbyterian  preachers  with  their 
opportunities  for  knowing  the  .truth 
and  their  loyalty  to  the  Bible  as  the 
Word  of  God,  I  still  wonder  how 
they  can  continue  to  believe  same 
errors  that  I  used  to  believe. — Bap¬ 
tist  Standard.

Jones  was  the  son  of  Edward  and 
Mary  Jones,  and  grandson  of  Aunt 
Lizzie  Rhone,  one  of  the  best  col¬ 
ored  families  in  the  county.

He  died  of  pneumonia 
shortly  after  reaching  that  place, 
ilia -death  caused  murh  surprise,  for 
he  was  a  splendid  specimen  of  phys¬ 
ical  manhood. 

Relatives  of  the  dead  Boldler  were 
promptly  notified  by  the  War  De¬ 
partment.  The  body  was  sent  on  the 
first  outgoing  steamer  from  Hon¬ 
olulu.  and  the  government  paid  all 
expenses  of  transportation  to  the  old 
home  at  Raymond.
